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Pool repairs would 
cost the town £ 3 Am

COUNCIL officers have recom¬ 
mended shutting down Harlow 
Pool and demolishing it as soon as 
possible. 

At a press conference on Monday, 
Harlow Council strategic director 
Graham Branchett outlined a catalogue 
of serious structural and health and 
safety problems which would cost the 
taxpayer an estimated £728,125 to fix. 

He predicted it would cost £1.358m and 
entail a nine-month closure to keep the pool 
in good running order - and said the council 
did not have the money for repairs. 

If given the go-ahead, the demolition 
would come two years earlier than anticipat¬ 
ed, paving the way for the 60 new homes 
earmarked for the site as part of the Harlow 
Gateway Project - a move endorsed by Mr 
Branchett. The new leisure centre in Velizy 
Avenue is expected to open in September 
2009. 

Independent engineering firm Pellings 
inspected the pool after water leaked 
through the roof in June and found many 
other problems needing attention. 

Mr Branchett said the roof would need 
restructuring and re-felting. 

His report to councillors states that there 
is “significant risk of catastrophic failure of 
the roof lifting during strong winds” but he 
insisted it was not a danger to the public 
before being closed in September. 

The emergency lighting, pool water 
heater, fire alarm and chemical dosing 
equipment all need upgrading while the 
stairs, public gallery, air conditioning, 
changing rooms and some panes of glass 
would have to have been refurbished to meet 
health and safety standards. 

The pool’s main stairs, stair lift and toilets 
need £165,000 spent on them to comply 
with the Disability Discrimination Act. 

Asked why regular inspections had not 
been carried out previously into what appear 
to be serious safety risks, Mr Branchett said: 
“Due to the water ingress in June, a risk 
assessment of the rest of the pool was felt 
appropriate.” 

He added the council was not legally 
obliged to conduct regular maintenance 
checks on the structure but stressed the 
council had been carrying out statutory

MP 'horrified' by scale of work 


MP Bill Rammell has 
criticised Harlow Council, 
suggesting the pool should 
have been properly 
maintained throughout 
the course of its existence. 
He told the Star yesterday 
(Wednesday): “I’m 
horrified at the cost and 
scale of works the council 
say are now required on 


the pool building and the 
length of time it will take 
to do them. 

“It does raise some serious 
questions about how the 
building has been 
maintained in the past. 

“I raised the issue in 
several recent meetings 
with the council’s chief 
executive and I am 


seeking further urgent 
discussions in light of this 
report.” 

Mr Rammell said he had 
also been helping some 
users find an alternative. 
“I think the council has an 
obligation to do all it can 
to assist users and I will 
continue to press them to 
do so,” he added. 


health and safety inspections. 

If the pool is closed, 30 members of staff 
will be deployed elsewhere. Some users, 
although no swimming groups, have already 
found alternative facilities. 

Environment and community committee 
chairwoman Eleanor Macy told the press 
conference: “It was nearing the end of its 


life. If members agree to close the pool, it 
will be with great regret.” 

She said the 46-year-old building was 
never intended to last and added: “I can’t 
believe the council would have left the pool 
open had they thought it was dangerous.” 

Councillors are due to vote on the future 
of the pool next Tuesday.

take responsibility for putting a stop to this 
violence,” she said. “He was bloody and 
bruised and his face was all swollen up; he 
looked like the Elephant Man.” 

Miss Meredith went public in September 
after the Crown Prosecution Service dropped 
a case against a teenager alleged to have 
attacked Paul in Harlow Town Park because 
it was thought his condition might cause him 
to break down under cross-examination. 

Burnt Mill headteacher Stephen 
Chamberlain said the school could not com¬ 
ment specifically on the incident as it is the 
subject of an ongoing police investigation, 
but he said bullying was taken very serious¬ 
ly and the person found to be responsible for 
the attack would be expelled. 

He added: “Where incidents have been 
brought to our attention in the past, we have 
always acted swiftly to safeguard Paul and 
our other students, often excluding trouble¬ 
makers as a result. We are very upset that 
this incident occurred at our school.” 

A 14-year-old arrested on suspicion of 
actual bodily harm has been bailed until 
December 21.

M AKING another welcome 
return to Nostalgia is 
Harlow’s London Co-operative 
Society department store, 
whose original manager Dennis 
Hyde featured on these pages a 
fortnight ago. 

Thanks to East Park resident 
Albert Axton for sending us a 
fascinating advertising supplement 
from the local newspaper in March 
1963 when the new LCS “multiple 
store” in Broad Walk first opened. 
Hailed as the most modern and 
advanced department store in Britain, 
the shop promised to stock everything 
from a pin to a washing machine. It 
also boasted a host of innovations like 
drop-fronted counters “handy for 
shopping baskets” and carpets 
suspended from rods on railway tracks 
allowing customers to view 50 carpets 
in minutes simply by pulling a handle. 
The music department Record 
Rendezvous guaranteed all the latest 
sounds, while in the footwear 
department self-selection meant 
shoppers choosing pairs of shoes from

the huge display and trying them on. 
Only when they had selected the ones 
they wanted did they take them to an 
assistant. 

Meanwhile, on the food side the 
butchery department’s large plate-glass 
panel allowed customers to see into the 
meat preparation room while among 
the hundreds of groceries were foreign 
ingredients and “everything from 
television snacks to pre-packed 


Chinese meals”. 

Mr Hide is the subject of an interview 
in which he describes his ambitions 
and philosophy. It explains how the 
45-year-old “outdoor type” started 
with the Co-op as a footwear assistant, 
returning after wartime service with 
the Royal Navy. 

“I try to treat my staff as human 
beings,” he said. “Of course there must 
be discipline but I do believe if you 


treat people decently they will act 
accordingly. 

“I make a point of treating my junior 
staff with the same respect I expect 
them to show me. I say good morning 
and address them by name - and even 
a boy straight from school has the right 
to a ‘Mr’ before his name.” 

Another article introduces “the team 
that will staff Harlow's top store” and 
it is here that our correspondent, Mr 
Axton, is featured as manager of the 
butchery department, along with other 
department heads Thomas Wilkinson, 
Joseph Baynton, Raymond Hardy, 
Ashley Morrish, Derek Ruth, Rose 
Garner, Rosa Mitchell, Sylvia Page 
and others. 

“Mr Axton is used to giving advice 
about cuts of meat and how to cook 
them, even to his wife although she 
does the cooking,” it notes. 

Mr Axton, now 83-years-old, told 
Nostalgia : “I was managing the small 
Co-op store at The Stow but moved 
across to The High to head up the 
butchery department when it opened. I 
stayed there until the store closed in 
1981 and then I ran another small Co¬ 
op in Ongar. 

“All-in-all I worked for the Co-op for 
51 years, from the age of 14 to my 
retirement. The LCS department store 
was a great place to work and shop 
and it was a sad day for Harlow when 
it went.”

CALLOUS thieves are targeting 
mourners as they visit the graves 
of loved ones at Harlow’s ceme¬ 
tery. 

Council chiefs say crooks have bro¬ 
ken into several cars left parked in the 
grounds of Parndon Wood Crematorium 
in recent weeks. 

The latest victim, Bridget Davies (57), of 
Latton Green, was with her sister cleaning 
their parents’ headstone on Saturday when 
her vehicle was broken into and her handbag 
stolen. 

Now she is urging people to be on their 
guard when they visit the site. 

“I’m incredibly angry but we just can’t let 
them win,” she said. “I really do not want 
anyone else there, visiting graves or going to 
cremations, to suffer in the same way.” 

Mrs Davies left her car within sight of the 
grave when she visited the Parndon Wood 
Road crematorium at 2.20pm. 

But she returned to find the rear window 
had been smashed and her bag, containing 
cash, her mobile phone and Christmas sav-

ing stamps, was missing. 

“I would never normally leave my hand¬ 
bag on show, but the car was in view and it 
felt very safe and tranquil there so it’s the last 
thing I would have expected to happen,” she 
said. 

A spokesman for Harlow Council said it 
was aware several incidents have occurred 
recently and that officers were speaking to 
police about possible security measures. 

“Criminals will operate anywhere, even in 
cemeteries where people understandably 
assume they should be safe from such 
appalling acts,” he said. “Unfortunately, this 
is not the case. 

“We understand that the most recent inci¬ 
dent happened when a lady left a handbag 
visible in a car. 

“Sadly, we have to urge people to be as 
vigilant and cautious with their belongings 
as they would in any other car park and pub¬ 
lic place.”

It's time to Act 

SIR, Further to your report on the 
Further Education and Training Act,

If, for example, I 
was to find myself behind in my 
mortgage payments and the prospect 
of homelessness was hovering over 
my family, does that give me the 
right to sell crack cocaine? Or guns? 
Or start a prostitution racket? Of 
course it does not. 

Newspapers have a journalistic 
responsibility to provide much better 
than this, in particular to younger 
readers who will no doubt have come 
away from reading the coverage on 
this story thinking that if things 
become desperate, crime is a logical 
direction in which to turn. 

Mr Empson chose to break the law 
and in doing so entered a world 
where opportunism, dishonesty, 
desperation and violence rule 
supreme. That the case is a tragedy 
there is no doubt, but it’s one that 
could have been prevented.

W ITH the seemingly 

never-ending amount 
of charity shops 
gracing our town centres, it is 
hard to believe that any of 
them can raise a significant 
amount of money. 

Yet without the funds generated by 
its shop in Templefields, Harlow, 
Hastingwood’s St Clare Hospice 
would struggle to maintain the 
range of services it provides to its 
patients and their families. 

The sheer size of the shop means its 
atmosphere is more like that of a 
modem aircraft hangar. On entering the 
premises it is noticeable that everything 
is neatly ordered, with books, clothes, 
furniture, toys and general bric-a-brac 
regimented into their own department. 
Some of the shop’s 40 volunteers are 
busy sorting donations, taking cash and 
keeping the perfectly alphabetically- 
ordered library stocked. 

“That may sound like a lot of volunteers 
but we need an awful lot more than

that,” said retail sales manager Louise 
Hamilton, who is responsible for 
overseeing all six hospice shops in 
Harlow, Epping, Saffron Walden, 
Debden, Buckhurst Hill and Dunmow. 

It currently costs £1.8m a year to run the 
hospice, which has eight private beds 
and provides day services for patients 
needing regular medical procedures such 
as dialysis and transfusions. 

Proceeds from the shops are just one 
way in which the hospice can raise the 
money to pay the bills. 

“It’s 100 per cent profit on the things 
people donate to the shop,” said Louise. 
“We can’t sell everything and some of 
the items brought in we have to throw 
away.” 

Fabrics, however, are never binned. 
Donations of designer clothing are sent 
to the Epping or Buckhurst Hill outlets 
because the Harlow shop has a 
maximum price of £1 per clothing item. 
“We had a Ted Baker dress brought in to 
Harlow so we sent it up to the Epping 
branch where it sold for £40,” said 
Louise. 

Even clothes and fabrics which can’t be 
sold can still raise funds. In the past 
year, £30,000 has been raised through 
recycling, proof that everything has a 
value. 


Harlow shop manager Richard White 
said: “I don’t think you could print some 
of the items we have been donated. 

“The most unusual thing we have been 
given was probably an antique till. We 
have also been left a handbag with 
money in it.” 

On one occasion volunteers were 
examining an old box when they found 
£1,000 beneath a cardboard false 
bottom. 

Bigger items such as furniture can be 
picked up from the owner’s home by the 
shop’s two drivers Clint and Dave. 

Every day the k’ching of the till can be 
heard up to 300 times as the shop 
achieves some 80,000 transactions a 
year. 

But with rent costing £28,000 and the 
hospice benefiting from only a 
charitable reduction in rates, the shop 
still needs as much help as possible. 

Last year the six outlets raised a total 
£217,000 for the hospice but Louise 
said: “This year we are determined to 
make it £250,000 and we are well on 
course to do so.”

SIGNS warning potential poach¬ 
ers not to steal fish are to be put 
up at ponds and waterways in and 
around Harlow in a bid to curb 
the illegal theft of carp. 

Diagrams on the the roadsign-style 
warnings, pictured above right , have 
been designed to show that spearing, 
taking home and cooking the freshwater 
fish is prohibited. 

Police in Harlow have received several 
reports of poaching from rivers and ponds. 

One theory is that some of the thefts are 
the responsibility of eastern European 
migrants who consider the carp as a delica¬ 
cy. 

Anglers in the town have welcomed the 
news that the warning signs, which are 
being distributed nationally by the 
Environment Agency, are being erected by 
Harlow Council. 

Bob Groom, secretary of the Stort Valley 
Angling Society, said: “It’s been a long time 
coming but I’m very glad we’ve finally got 
these signs. 

“There can’t be any excuses now from 
thieves. The message is made very clear that 
carp is not to be taken or eaten. 

“In the past eastern Europeans have 
pleaded ignorance of the law on fishing in 


this country but these signs make perfect 
sense in any language.” 

Catching and killing carp is outlawed in 
Britain and anglers nationally have long 
been calling for clearer warnings to be dis¬ 
played at lakes, rivers and ponds. 

Anyone caught stealing carp could face a 
maximum fine of £200. 

The new campaign will largely focus on 
Netteswell Pond, which has a particularly 
high population of carp, although signs will 
also be displayed along the River Stort. 

Councillor Eleanor Macy, chairwoman of 
the council’s environment and community 
committee, told the Star it was important to 
protect fish stocks. 

“These signs will go some way to reduc¬ 
ing the problem and protecting the high 
level of carp species we have at Netteswell 
Pond,” she added. 

A police spokseman said: “We understand 
local concerns about the poaching of fish, 
especially carp, and the effect that it has on 
fish stocks in this country. 

“This initiative is, therefore, a welcome 
addition to increase public awareness and 
deter offenders.” 


PAH unaffected by Four in court 

midwives shortage 


HEALTH chiefs say levels of 
midwifery staff at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
are good despite fears of a 
regional shortage. 

Research has found the 
number of midwives joining 
the NHS in the eastern region 
has fallen at a time when the 
birth rate has increased 
sharply. 

As a result almost one in 
every 13 midwifery posts in 
the region is vacant. 

But a spokesman for the 
PAH NHS Trust said it was 
managing to bring in new 
staff to help cope with 
demand at its new birthing 
centre. 

“We recently had nine new 
vacancies and we had a big 
recruitment drive because we 
were after experienced mid¬ 
wives for the new centre 


which was opened in the 
summer,” he said. 

“We recruited seven 
straight away and one later on 
so there is only one vacancy 
still to be filled. We are very 
pleased with our staffing lev¬ 
els at the moment.” 

Meanwhile, across the 
region and nationally, the 
heavy workload is being 
blamed on the shortage of 
midwives. 

Melanie Every, regional 
manager for the Royal 
College of Midwives, said: 
“How can we expect mid¬ 
wives to cope when their 
workload is racing ahead of 
staff numbers? 

“They are struggling to 
provide the level of care 
promised by the Govern¬ 
ment and the birth rate is set 
to carry on increasing.”

'not affecting care' 


CANCER patients in Harlow 
and the rest of west Essex 
receive one of the lowest rates of 
spending in England. 

The average sufferer in the region 
has a total of £6,494 allotted for life¬ 
saving drugs and treatment each year 
- about one-third of what is allocated 
to sufferers in Nottingham.

the 17th worst in the country for annual 
spending on cancer patients. The best is 
Nottingham, which allocates £17,028 each. 

But West Essex PCT health chiefs say 
people should not be concerned about the 
findings, adding that all cancer patients 
receive the correct care. 

Strategic commissioning director Kirsty 


Boettcher said: “We would like to reassure 
local people that the PCT ensures anyone 
with cancer receives the appropriate serv¬ 
ice in the appropriate cancer centre. 

“Spend comparisons across the country, 
such as this one, may not reflect the differ¬ 
ences in local populations which effect dis¬ 
ease rates. We have well-established clini¬ 
cal pathways which ensure safe treatment 
of patients throughout their care. We meet 
all national waiting times targets with 
respect to cancer, including the two week 
fast-track for patients whom the GPs are 


worried may have cancer.” 

A spokesman for Hastingwood’s St Clare 
Hospice, part-funded by the PCT, said it is 
unaware of any disparity regarding funding. 

“West Essex PCT is very supportive of 
St Clare Hospice, contributing around 30 
per cent of our huge £1.8m per year costs,” 
he added. “This contribution is above the 
national average. However, we do need the 
support and donations of our local people 
to continue the level of care that we pro¬ 
vide for cancer, neurological disease and 
organ failure patients.”

Lakeside 
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Man sent to jail for 
using fake passport 


A MAN has been jailed after admit¬ 
ting using a bogus passport to obtain 
a driving licence. 

James Brown (24), of Longbanks, 
Harlow, was sentenced to 15 months behind 
bars after pleading guilty at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Friday to possessing a 
false document with intent to deceive. 

Handing down the sentence, Judge Charles 
Gratwicke said: “The possession and, indeed, the 
use of a false document is an extremely serious 
offence. Passports are very important documents, 
particularly in these troubled times.” 

Carolyn Gardiner, prosecuting, said Brown 
went into a post office at Stone Cross, Harlow, on 
November 2 and handed the passport to staff so 
he could obtain a driving licence. 

However, the police were called when the pass¬ 
port was examined and found to be a fake. 

The court heard Brown bought the passport for 
£300 the week before from a man called Jonathon 
he met in a club. He wanted it because he 
believed it would help him get a job. 

Paul Sharkey, in mitigation, said Brown came 
to the UK in 2003 and was initially granted tem¬ 
porary permission to stay but his application for 
asylum was subsequently rejected. When he tried 
to return to Liberia, entry was refused and he was 
flown back. 

He said Brown had been relying on friends in 
the Liberian community to support him and his 
application for a carer’s job earlier in the year had 
failed because he needed a driving licence. 

Although he acknowledged it was a serious 
offence, Mr Sharkey pointed out Brown had mis¬ 
used the passport “in order to support himself 
and not rely on others.” 



Awards mark projects in rude health 


TWO Harlow health projects have scooped top 
accolades in regional awards for excellence and 
innovation in mental health services. 

First prize in the North Essex Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust’s Positive Practice Awards went to 
a clinical monitoring group which supports under- 
65s suffering from dementia. 

Comprised of health and social care professionals 
from community mental health teams at the 
Derwent Centre and Latton Bush, the group is the 
first to cater for younger people with dementia in 
north Essex. 

Brenda Hunter, manager of the older adults’ 
community health team at the Derwent Centre, said: 
“We are thrilled to be awarded first prize. We are 
very focused on knowing who is doing what and for 
whom so we can put the appropriate care in place at 
the time it is needed.” 

Third prize in the awards went to a anxiety and 
stress workshop at the community mental health 
centre at Latton Bush. 

The two-day workshop includes sessions led by 
occupational therapists, a psychiatrist and a 
psychologist, covering topics including the causes of 
anxiety, the benefits of exercise and relaxation 
techniques. 

Claire Nicholls, a day service occupational therapist 
at Latton Bush, said: “We are delighted to receive 
this award. The workshop helps participants to learn 
new skills and coping strategies to manage their 
stress and anxiety at a critical point in their lives.” 


Drivers caught 
using mobiles 
in crackdown 

A POLICE crackdown on 
illegal cell phone use by drivers 
in Epping snared six people as 
traffic officers sought to tackle 
the mobile menace. 

The operation saw a multi¬ 
agency approach to target 
traffic offenders, with members 
of the Vehicle and Operator 
Service Agency and Essex 
County Council road safety 
officers joining police on the 
roads. 

The team also handed out 29 
tickets for drivers and 
passengers failing to wear 
seatbelts, served prohibition 
notices on six vehicles with 
defects affecting their 
roadworthiness and reported 
one driver for court proceedings 
for driving with trade plates. 
Commenting on last Tuesday’s 
clampdown, traffic inspector 
Stephen Pearce said: “It is 
disappointing to see so many 
people break the law and put 
themselves and others in 
danger.”

Drink binge 
knifeman's 
rampage in 
town hotel 


A DRUNKEN Sudanese asylum- 
seeker who went berserk and 
threatened to kill an Old Harlow 
hotel worker with a knife has been 
sentenced to a year in a young 
offenders institute. 

Jocker Idris (18), of Hart Road, 
Harlow, pleaded guilty to a charge of 
affray after Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard how he threw a knife at Naveed 
Latif following a drinking binge. 

Prosecuting, David Pickersgill said the 
incident took place on July 8 outside the 
defendant’s rented bungalow, next to the 
Oasis Hotel, in Hart Road, where the victim 
was working. 

Mr Latif was approached by a concerned 
neighbour of Idris, who told him the defen¬ 
dant had collapsed in his room. When he 
checked, he found Idris lying on the floor 
and went to the hotel to call an ambulance. 

When he returned, he noticed Idris had 


returned to his own room and there was bed¬ 
ding on fire outside the bungalow. 

After a fire crew had arrived and put out 
the blaze, the defendant stormed out, pulled 
a knife from his waistband and shouted at 
Mr Latif: “I will kill you!” 

Idris raised the weapon and Mr Latif fled. 
As he was running away he was chased by 
the defendant who threw the knife at him. 
Mr Latif felt it fly past his head. 

When police later found Idris at the 
address he was still acting aggressively, 
hacking at walls with a knife and forcing 
officers to use CS spray to subdue him. 

Jane Gow, representing Idris, said in miti¬ 
gation he had drunk an entire bottle of vodka 
and remembered little or nothing of incident, 
claiming his behaviour was out of character. 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub, passing sen¬ 
tence last Wednesday, told Idris: “You creat¬ 
ed a major disturbance because you were 
violently drunk. You went berserk, causing 
fear to other persons including police and 
ambulance staff.”

RESIDENTS in Old Harlow have 
secured a reprieve for a day centre 
for the elderly after Harlow 
Council shelved plans for its demo¬ 
lition as part of a £10m regenera¬ 
tion project. 

The Aneurin Bevan Centre, in Garden 
Terrace Road, is to remain open after a 
consultation orchestrated by the council 
in partnership with Harlow Renaissance 
illustrated the strength of public opinion 
against the proposals. 

The entire centre was originally earmarked 
for demolition, but now only a seldom-used 
wing of the building will be knocked down to 
clear the way for an access road into a new 
housing development in Faircroft and Little 
Brays. 

The authority had planned to move the 
activities currently run at the centre, such as 
bingo and art and craft workshops, to St 
John’s Art and Recreation Centre, off Market 
Street. 

But its proposal that was met with stiff 
opposition from the centre’s elderly users 
who feared they would have difficulty getting

to the new venue. 

Harlow Civic Society chairman Stan 
Newens, who officially opened the centre in 
1977 when he was MP for Harlow, said he 
was delighted at the news. 

“I raised this issue a number of times at 
various consultation meetings with the coun¬ 
cil and I am delighted that good sense has 
prevailed,” he said. 

“The idea that you regenerate an area by 
first demolishing a centre performing a vital 
function in that community is absolute mad¬ 
ness.” 

Renaissance chief executive Andrew 
Bramidge told the Star. “This change of plan 
was made in direct response to the consulta¬ 
tion process between ourselves, Harlow 
Council and the residents of Old Harlow. 

“It became clear through this process that 
those living in the area did not want the cen¬ 
tre to go. 

“We have now reached a sensible compro¬ 
mise where its users are happy and regenera¬ 
tion plans are not compromised.”

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INCE the birth of cinema, 
filmmakers have been trying to 
perfect three-dimensional 
techniques to amaze - and the most 
perfect realisation of that ambition to 
date can now be seen in Harlow. 

You’ll be ducking dragon fire, wincing as 
razor-sharp arrows fly at your face and left 
breathless by a siren in her underground lake. 
These are some of the Anglo-Saxon ingredients of 
Beowulf 3-D, currently showing at Cineworld, 
Edinburgh Way. 

Due to the cinema’s rare digital screen, it’s the 
only one for many miles around showing director 
Robert Zemeckis’ fantasy as it deserves to be 
seen. 

Three-dimensional technology hasn’t changed 
much since it was first dreamt up at the end of the 
19th century. 

One image is filmed by two cameras, the results 
placed over each other and viewed through 
spectacles which converge the image - the only 
difference today is that the goofy green and red 
specs are now shades and the need for two 
cameras has been eclipsed by computer 
technology. 

So is all the hype justified? 

Armed with popcorn, 
memories of the camp and 
lacklustre 
Jaws 3-D as 
the last 
thing I had 
seen at the 
cinema in 
“terrifying 
reality”, a pair 
of specs and 
accompanied by 
cineast Star deputy 
editor and DVD 
reviewer Paul Newman, ’ 
took my seat. 

The story of Beowulf 
comes from the oldest epic 
poem believed to have been 
written, dating from the eighth 
century and penned in Old 
English by an unknown. 

The film is remarkably rendered 
in computer-generated animation 
translated from the motion- 
captured performances of real 
actors such as local boy Ray 
Winstone, Anthony Hopkins, 

Angelina Jolie and John Malkovich, a 
technique last seen in Zemeckis’ 
remarkable The Polar Express. 

A village is being terrorised by the 
monstrous troll Grendel (Crispin Glover) 
and King Hrothgar (Hoplcins) seeks help, 
which arrives in the heroic form of Beowulf 
(Winstone), looking remarkably like Sean Bean 
with a strange vocal idiosyncrasy - “I will kill 
your monshtaaah”. 

He wrestles the hideous creature to death which

Hazel Lake, above right, 
and co-author Jenny 
Handley, above left, 
launched Progress of 
Persuasion: The Life of 
William Smith on 


Saturday. 

Smith, an MP of 
Norwich and a central 
figure in the movement 
to abolish slavery, lived 
in the original Parndon 
Hall from 1785-1820. 
The pair’s privately 
published book also 
charts his work for the 
emancipation of 
dissenters via letters and 


diary accounts. 

“Another couple of really 
interesting facts about 
him are that he was 
Florence Nightingale’s 
grandfather and bought 
Parndon Hall off a family 
of slave owners who ran 
a plantation in St Kitts,” 
said Mrs Lake. 

Mrs Lake, who lives in 
the new Parndon Hall, in 


Herons Wood, Harlow, 
added: “He worked 
closely with Wilberforce 
during the abolition of 
slavery; he moved away 
from Harlow when he 
lost all of his money, 
though.”

Well, thanks to director David Dobkin (Wedding 
Crashers, Shanghai Nights ), this year’s 
obligatory seasonal flick addresses this burning 
question. 

While Nicholas (Paul Giamatti) grows up to become, 
well, a saint, older brother Fred (Vince Vaughn) 
becomes the polar opposite: a wise-cracking repo 
man down on his luck and with mounting debts. 
When Fred’s shady dealings catch up with him and 
he’s sent to prison, he begrudgingly turns to his 
brother for help who - being the model of giving and 
forgiveness of legend - obliges, but only on the 
condition that Fred relocates to the North Pole and 
earns the money he needs by working in Santa’s Toy 
Shop. 

Despite Mrs Claus’s vehement objections to her 
benevolent husband’s offer, the deal is agreed 
and Fred makes the journey North for a 
winter of work. 

The problem is, he’s not exactly cut out 
for toy-making and certainly isn’t full of 
good cheer. 

With Christmas fast-approaching and 
mysterious efficiency expert Clyde Northcut 
(Kevin Spacey) sent in to assess Santa’s 
operations, Fred’s lackadaisical approach to 
work soon starts to jeopardise the jolliest 
time of the year and threatens to bring his 
brother into disrepute. 

As seasonal comic set-pieces go, it 
doesn’t get much better than this 
interesting twist on the interminably 
tiresome Tim Allen vehicle The Santa 
Clause that has inexplicably 
monopolised Christmas box-office 
takings in recent years. 

Fast-talking Vaughn is in his element 
as Santa’s sordid sibling, while 
Dobkin’s surprise casting of Giamatti 
in an unfamiliar St Nick role works 
brilliantly well - although he is 
perhaps under-used, despite some of 
the film's best moments resulting 
from the on-screen rivalry between the 
two polarised brothers. 

All in all, this is fabulous family fun for 
the festive season - just don’t expect your 
kids to gain any sort of moral wisdom about the 
true meaning of Christmas. 


WHAT if Santa Claus had a brother? And 
what if that brother had been forced to 
grow up in the sizeable shadow of his 
portly sibling, becoming a miserable, 
envious pen-pusher with a Scrooge-like 
distaste for the festive season?

WHILE films based on video game 
franchises are almost inevitably 
hastily assembled cash-ins that bomb 
at the box office (the risible Resident 
Evil films being a prime example of 
such style over substance), Hitman is 
a game steeped in a palpable 
cinematic intensity that one would 
hope might buck this unfortunate 
trend. 

Although it won’t win any Oscars, this 
valiant effort is a surprisingly 
enjoyable, breathlessly fast-paced 
affair that proves console-to-cinema 
transfers need not be the poisoned 
chalice we’ve come to expect. 

A cold-blooded assassin known only 
as Agent 47 (an aptly stoic Timothy 
Olyphant, pictured above ) becomes 
ensnared in a political conspiracy and 
finds himself pursued by both 
Interpol and the Russian FSB (the 
futuristic successor of the KGB). 
When one of his contract 
assassinations is sabotaged, 47 sets 
out to find out who set him up, 
encountering numerous other hitmen 
assigned to take him out along the 
way, Game Of Death-style. 

While a clumsily introduced love 
interest (Nika Boronina) threatens to 
derail the frenetic action, director 
Xavier Gens sensibly scraps the idea 
of giving his callous anti-hero a heart 
and swiftly returns to the merciless 
killing. 

A promising, open-ended start to 
what will almost certainly become a 
trilogy - let’s just hope the production 
values and script on its inevitable 
follow-ups match the intensity of this 
debut.

THE problem with gravel-voiced 
dirt-punk is that it can all too often 
sound like Joe Cocker fronting 
Chumbawumba - in other words, 
a bit of a mess.

ELECT THE DEAD 

Serj Tankian (album, Reprise) 

This astonishing release, a first solo effort from the front man of 
System Of A Down, is a smorgasbord of flavours and technique, 
bone and blood, liquidised into a real metal thump with a 
poetic edge.

Deranged nun has very bad habits 


KILLER NUN 

(Shameless, 18, retail) 

Something’s clearly rotten in an opulent Italian 
convent hospital as a mysterious figure in a habit 
prowls the cloisters to sadistically torture and kill. 

The most obvious suspect is the increasingly 
unhinged Sister Gertrude, played with gimlet-eyed 
intensity by former Euro cinema sexpot Anita Ekberg 
some 28 years after her celebrated Trevi fountain 
splash in La Dolce Vita. 

Recovering from an operation to remove a brain 
tumour, Gertrude suffers crippling headaches and, 
dismissed as a psychosomatic by the institution’s top 
doctor, has become secretly addicted to morphine. 

To make matters worse, she’s partial to slipping out in 
mufti to score drugs in the city and indulge in casual 
rough sex with strangers she picks up in bars. 

Made in 1978 by Giulio Berruti, the mother superior 
of nunsploitation movies may be nowhere near as 
salacious, shocking or offensive as its reputation 
suggests, but in this uncut version (it was previously 
banned in the ludicrous hysteria surrounding 1984’s 
Video Recordings Act) it works very well as an 
engaging sleazy oddity which imports elements of the 
Italian giallo thriller genre. 

For a film of this nature, its Sapphic overtones are 
oddly muted (and mostly reduced to Gertrude’s 
nubile cellmate provocatively parading around in the 
buff) and Berruti instead foregrounds a tone of 
sadism, rising from blackly comic (the suspect nun 
stamping on a patient’s dentures during a tantrum) to 
the squeamishly gruelling (a scalpel and pins attack). 
Tent-poling the film is Ekberg’s driven performance; 
she’s long past her prime as a statuesque sex kitten 
here and hasn’t aged too gracefully, but the mileage 
on her features and cold doll-like blue eyes only add 
to the crackling static of her presence as Gertrude 
suffers hallucinatory episodes, moral confusion and 
gibbering morphine withdrawal. 

Finally, a high point is the killer acid-tinged score by 
Alessandro Alessandroni, recalling the gothic prog 
rock of Dario Argento soundtrack favourites Goblin 
and the perfect accompaniment to the mood of 
madness spiralling out of control.

A SUCCESSFUL MAN 

(Network, PG, retail) 

With a story spanning the fortunes of two brothers 
against the changing political backdrop of Cuba from 
1932 to the revolution in 1959, Humberto Solas’ 
quietly engrossing saga bears some comparison in 
theme and tone to Sergio Leone’s masterful Once 
Upon A Time In America. 

Born of a wealthy Havana family, Dario and Javier 
react in radically different ways to the climate of civil 
unrest around them. 

Dario is being groomed to take over the editor’s chair 
of a major newspaper but refuses to toe the political 
status quo and decamps to fight for the left in the 
Spanish Civil War. In his absence, opportunistic 
younger sibling Javier eventually trades in his feckless 
playboy ways to flirt with the anarchist movement 
and exploit its influence to bolster his rise to power in 
domestic politics. 

Although the shifting tides of Cuban society are never 
far away, Solas prefers to focus on the personal and 
the price paid by those who cling to their morals ...

TORSO 

(Shameless, 18, retail) 

Given that he produced the acclaimed Doctor Zhivago 
eight years earlier, it’s quite startling to find Carlo 
Ponti overseeing this silly horror thriller from 1973. 
Anticipating the US stalk-and-slash boom of the early 
’80s, a serial nutter is running around Rome strangling 
sexy college girls (who all seem to be majoring in 
gratuitous topless cavorting). The only clue is that he 
wears an eye-scramblingly offensive necktie; not 
much to go on, given that fresh red herrings leer into 
view every couple of scenes. 

American exchange student Jane (Derbyshire honey 
Suzy Kendall, who’d earlier starred in Argento’s 
superior The Bird With The Crystal Plumage ) and her 
chums figure this is the ideal time to weekend at a 
remote villa and - wouldn’t you know it? - the pesky 
maniac decides to pack a hacksaw and few pointy 
things to trail after them. 

Trash addicts will find much to amuse them here, 
from the appalling dire-logue and copious nudity to 
special effects that appear to stretch no further than 
splashing red gloss paint on pasty shop mannequins. 
On the plus side, Giancarlo Ferrando’s 
cinematography is a joy to behold, giving Torso an 
arthouse class is really doesn’t merit and adding 
buckets of atmosphere when the film finally finds its 
thriller groove in the last act.

MODERN TOSS - SERIES 1 

(4DVD, 18, retail) 

The danger of slapping a clever-clever post-modern 
title such as Modern Toss on your cartoon sketch

Link, it features a carousel of regular characters in a 
combination of live action and deliberately crappy 
animation which, for the most part, misfire as the 
show attempts and fails to fuse the Mediaspeak- 
deflating sarcastic perception of Chris Morris with the 
format of The Fast Show. 

It provokes a slightly amused grimace now and then, 
but once you’ve seen signwriter Mr Tourette fill 
another hoarding with random expletives or hyper- 
allergic nose-on-legs Sneezeman fail to negotiate 
another aspect of modern life, it gets as quickly 
tiresome as a four-year-old wandering around the 
house repeatedly shouting an obscenity they’ve 
overheard but don’t understand.

One to file in the ‘Were they high on crack when they 
thought this was a good idea?’ bin. 

Stuart ( Re-animator ) Gordon directs from David 
Mamet’s contemptibly asinine script about a bored 
middle-aged New York exec (William H Macy) who 
walks out on his marriage, fails miserably to procure 
the services of a prostitute, taps into his inner racist to 
beat a pimp half to death, murders an attractive 
young waitress who implausibly takes him to bed and 
winds up in prison as the ‘wife’ of a huge black 
cellmate. 

When it’s not shamelessly thieving Bernard 
Hermann’s magnificent Taxi Driver score or wasting a 
rash of celebrity cameos, it’s just insultingly contrived 
racist claptrap and inept on every level.
